Advancement Of Order 
Under Col. Nichol­ 
son’s Guidance 
Is Recited. 


The appended article “The develop­ 
ment of Loyal Legion during Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Nicholson’s teim as Re­ 
corder and Recorder-in-chief,” written 
by Miss Helen L. MoyCr, of Gettys­ 
burg College, is the third and last of 
the series on Colonel Nicholson’s life. 
The article was written under the 
supervision of Professor Robert Fort- 
enbaugh, of the department of history. 
Gettysburg College. 
Miss Moyer’s article follows: 
On April 15, 1865, Colonel S. B 
Wylie Mitchell, Colonel T. 
Elwood 
/ell and Major Peter 
D. 
Keyser 
thought it well to establish an order 
to cherish the associations of the war 
which in defense of the Union, and to 
maintain national honor, union and in­ 
dependence. 
Upon the death of Colonel S. B. 
Wylie Mitchell, Colonel Nicholson was 
elected to the office of recorder of the 
commandery of Pennsylvania, August 
21, I HTD, and recorder-in-chief of the 
Loyal Legion. October 21, 1885. 
He 
was very well equipped for the duties 
of the position being the possessor of 
fine administrative ability, character, 
and with full sense of objects and 
principles of the order, and obligation* 
of the office. 
Twice has the colonel’s 
self-sacrificing and 
zealous 
efforts 
been commended by the Pennsylvania 
commandery of the order, the first 
time a minutes of appreciation was 
adopted in 1004, the 
second 
time 
October 29, 1919. 
Efficient Work 
The present condition of the com­ 
mon commandery of Pennsylvania is 
due largely to efficient administration 
of Colonel Nicholson 
as 
recorder. 
When he became recorder, the number 
of commanderies was six, the mem­ 
bership 794, and the aggregate funds 
was $11,182. 
The membership of 
the 
Pennsylvania Commandery 
was 
212, and the amount of its funds $1,- 
107.09, with an indebtedness of three 
thousand dollars. 
After twenty-five 
years of service, his 
vigorous 
ad­ 
ministrative ability coupled with the 
watch 
words 
of 
economy 
and 
efficiency, he put the order on a safe 
financial footing; the number of com­ 
manderies increased to twenty, 
the 
membership to eight thousand nine 
forty-nine, tile aggregate 
funds to 
$142,142. 
The Pennsylvania 
Com­ 
mandery numbers 1106 and the amount 
of its funds $45,685. 
Method and or­ 
der were well understood by Nichol­ 
son, and he was so constituted as to 
find it easier to do the work himself 
than to teach others, and this ac­ 
c o u n t s for the results. 
The minute which was adopted at 
the meeting of October 
29, 
1919, 
recognized his service, and the feel­ 
ings toward him could not Ive better 
expressed, and reads as follows: 
Unusual Service 
“To state the services rendered by 
bim in connection with the building 
up, not only of this commandery, but 
of the other commanderies which com­ 
pose the legion of the commandery-in- 
chief would be in effect to write their 
history. 
A service as recorder of 
this 
commandery from 1879 to Ole 
present time. 
Covering a period of 
forty years, and as recorder-in-chief 
of the military order of the Loyal 
Legion of the United States for the

With an expected enrollment of 200. 
the Rummer school at Gettysburg Col­ 
lege will open for its sever,-weeks’ 
term on Monday, according to an­ 
nouncement this morning by the di­ 
rector, Dr. Charles F. Sanders. 
One 
hundred 
and 
sixjty-seven 
students 
were enrolled in the school last sum­ 
mer. 
With the increased enrollment this 
year it has been necessary to employ 
additional teachers, according to Dix*- 
tor Sanders, who announced that Miss! 
Helen Klepfer will be in charge of 
music instruction; Miss Roxana Gandy 
will be in charge of work for pri­ 
mary school teachers and Doctor John 
B. Zinn will give special courses in 
chemistry. 
Twenty-one teachers will 
assist with the instruction this sum­ 
mer. 
Practically all of the major courses 
given by the college will be offered to 
the summer school students, making it 
an ideal course of study for teachers 
and students.

Unable to secure a bondsman or

Son Born To Prisoner 
Returning to the Gerhart home aft­ 
er the futile chase. Trooper Frutchey 
arrested Mrs. Gerhart 
and brought 
her to the Adams county home, from 
where she was afterward taken to the 
Warner Hospital, and the following 
day gave birth to a son. The charge 
which has been laid against her will 
be dropped, according to the police, 
and she and her young son will be 
allowed to return to their home after 
they are dismissed from the hospital. 
Gerhart’s freedom from the clutches 
of the law was short-livtxl, however. 
Not once did the state police relinquish 
their search, and on Monday after­ 
noon, hiding in the attic of the house 
on the farm of Edward Kroushour in 
the South Mountains west of here.
